growing number of petty criminals — people will- 
ing to cheat. manufacturers on rebate offers as a 
way to supplement their income. 

Manufacturers’ offers to. refund part of a prod- 
ucts’ purchase price help stimulate sales on prod- 
ucts as diverse as diapers and luxury automobiles. 
They can range from as little as $1 to several 
thousand dollars although rebates offered through 
the mail generally stop at $30. 

To someone bent on breaking the rules to pick 
up spare cash, these offers are both tempting and 
lucrative. And submitting requests often is as sim- 
ple as reading instructions on the back of the 
rebate offer, completing the form, addressing. an 
enyelope and mai it to the manufacturer. In 
six ta eight weeks, the check usually is in the 
mail. 

Unfortunately, submitting multiple rebate 
requests on the same item, or for a product never 
even purchased is fraud, and that is a crime. Oth- 
erwise law abiding people who get involved in this 
activity, may not be on the same criminal level as 
drug dealers, insider stock traders, or confidence 
swindlers, but they are committing a crime, none- 
theless. They are stealing from manufacturers and 
other customers, and using the mails to do it. 

jt is difficult to say whether the number of peo-

extent of rebate fraud to light. But, more people 
are getting caught than ever before — 91 last 
year, up from 35 in 1987. 

Generally those caught cheating manufacturers 
through rebates sign voluntary federal consent 
agreements promising to stop the activity thus 
ending any further prosecution. In some cases, 
however, recidivist rebaters have been charged 
with criminal fraud and face stiff fines and jail 
sentences. 

Because the money involved per rebate is gener- 
ally low and because the appearance is that manu- 
facturers are simply ‘giving’ the money away, 
many people rationalize that sending in multiple 
rebates is not a crime and doesn’t hurt anyone. 

But that is not the case. Rebates are a cost in 
developing, promoting and selling products. Com- 
panies cheated by paying rebates on non-existent 
sales often are fore to pass those losses on to 
the consumer through higher product prices. 
Although no firm figure is available, losses due to 
rebate fraud are estimated in the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars per year. 


Although most manufacturers..are reluctant to 


stop offering rebates, in recent years they have 


joined the battle to combat rebate fraud. Many 
companies now use fulfillment houses which have 
systems that can quickly detect multiple requests, 
use of same names or eographic area, and phony 
receipts and proofs of pur: * 

One ap| ich the Inspection Service takes to 
halt -this fraud is targeting consumers who send 
away foy more rebates than sponsoring companies 
allow. 

A manufacturer of hair dryers, for instance, 
might offer a $5 rebate to customers who submit a 
completed rebate form, a proof of such 
as uniform product code or ‘product trademark 
from the actual package plus a dated cash register 
receipt. Although a manufacturer will pay a con- 
sumer a rebate on each of several different prod- 
ucts purchased, most limit to one per household 
the number of rebates per product type. 

The majority of consumers seeking rebates actu- 
ally buy the products and send in one legitimate 
request. A small percentage goes beyand that. The 
question of fraud arises when people serid more 

jan one rebate request on the same product, 
duplicating the requested information and then 
concealing their identities by using the names and 
addresses of friends and relatives as recipients. 

Some consumers take this criminal activity a 
step further-by requesting rebates on products 
they never bought using phony receipts and fake 
or stolen proofs

Some feel the crackdown is like Goliath picking’ 
on David, but when the amount defrauded reaches 
into the thousands of dollars, it is more like Robin 
Hood stealing from the poor. Besides, mgst who 
get caught admit they knew what they were doing: 
was wrong. They simply assumed that companies, - 
detecting the phony or multiple uests would . 
just refuse to pay. They didn’t realize the law 
would be looking at them, too. 

The Inspection Service would rather not seek 
criminal prosecution of every individual cau (ea 
fraudently collecting rebates, preferring instea 
convince people to stop the activity. The sim; 
method is the administrative complaint, a 
agreement a person signs, promising to stop or.’ 
face a maximum of $10,000 a day in fines if he or’: 
she continues. It is an effective way to get the 
point across that no matter. how innocuous it 
seems, rebate fraud is still a crime.

Prison crowding 


becoming serious

S3WASHINGTON — Federal 
and state prisons, including 
those in Illinois and Missouri, 
ate even more overcrowded 
than was. thought earlier, 
adécording to a congressional 
study released earlier this 
month. 

‘In a report prepared for Con- 
gress, the General Accounting 
Glfice found that federal pris- 
ons are 56 percent over capaci- 
ty; and that prison populations 
will more than double by 1995. 
State prisons exceeded capacity 
by 23 percent at the end of 
1988, the study showed. 

“The study said the federal 
prison population rose from 
24,162 prisoners in 1980 to 48,017 
int 1989. Its 70 corrective institu- 
tions are di ned to hold only 
30,860 inmates. 

Operating costs in 1988 
ranged from a low of about 
‘$8,000 per inmate per year at a 
Zpinimum security facility in 
Florida, to about $32,640 annu- 
Ally at the U.S. Medical Center 
Yor Federal Prisoners in Spring- 
field, Mo. Costs at the Bureau's 
highest security prison, the U.S. 
‘Penitentiary in Marion, IIl., 

ere about $25,900 per inmate. 

“+ “If anything, the crowding 
‘Situation is worse than that 56

At the state level, Illin 
prisons are housing 24,475 pris- 
oners in facilities design: for 
18,561, Howell of’ the 
Illinois Department of Correc- 
tions. 

“We are up to our eyeballs in 
alligators,” said Howell. “Our 
prison population is going up at 
a dramatic rate because of 
drugs. The problem goes 
beyond what the Department of 
Corrections can solve."’ 

Plans are being made for 
several new prisons, including 
a 728-bed facility near Mount 
Vernon at Rend Lake, but those 
will do little to remedy the 
problem, he said. 

Overcrowding is less of a 
problem in Missouri state pris- 
ons, though the number of pris- 
oners is increasing by 60 to 80 
each month, said Donald D. 
Schroeger of the Missouri 
Department of Corrections.

14,305 prisoners, he said. 

“We are overcrowded in the 
same sense that a three-bed- 
room house would be in a fami 
ly with five children,’’ sai 
Schroeger.

VENICE — The McKinley 
Bridge, which recently 
celebrated its 79th birthday, 
jooks like you might expect an 
almost-octogenarian to look. 
But though it’s showing its 
age, officials say it is in good 
shape structurally and is likely 
to be able to serve bi-state 
commuters for years to come. 

The question is whether 
those commuters will continue 
to use it in the numbers they 
traditionally have. 

Various sources confirm that 
: more than 15,000 vehicles cross 
the bridge daily (five million 
annually), providing sorely 
needed revenue for 
maintenance and enabling its 
owner, the city of Venice, to 
meet its bond-payment 
obligations. It is the second 
> eldest Mississippi River 
vehicular bridge connecting 
with St. Louis and still in 
regular use.

= ahead,” Fields said. ‘‘Traffic 

will be OK for the next four or 

five years, but what happens 

when these projects are 

completed?”’ 

Compounding the challenge 
posed by an improved free 
bridge is the fact that 
motorists often complain about 
the bumpy ride McKinley 
offers. Although about $515,000 
of the bridge’s $3 million 
yearly budget goes for 
maintenance, nearly all of it is 
for structural repairs rather 
than the bridge deck 
“People get upset about the 
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way it looks,” conceded Venice 
Mayor Tyrone Echols, ‘but 
my primary concern is its 
safety. We can worry about 
the way it looks down the 
road.”’ 

Echols said it would cost 
$1.5 million to $2 million just 
to paint the bridge, never 
mind replacing the deck. Total 
unmet repair needs were 
estimated at nearly $14 million 
in 1986. 

Still, the McKinley Bridge 
and Venice have fared better 
than other bridges owned by 
municipalities. The City of 
Madison lost a gold mine when 
the new Chain of Rocks Bridge 
opened, the free bridge put the 
old Chain of Rocks toll bridge 
out of business in the 1970s. 

Similarly, the opening of the 
Poplar Street Bridge in 1967 
cut-into the tolls collected by 
East St. Louis’ Martin Luther 
King Bridge (formerly the 
Veterans Bridge) and St. 
Louis’ MacArthur Bridge. 

By 1984, Poplar had siphoned 
off nearly 83 percent of the 
bridge traffic to downtown St. 
Louis. Toll revenues on the 
other bridges plummeted. 

East St. Louis was forced to 
default on its bond payments 
on the King Bridge, which it 
had built in 1951 at a cost of 
$10.5 million. Strapped for 
cash, the city deferred needed 
maintenance on the bridge to 
the point that engineers 
declared it unsafe. 

Finally, Missouri and Illinois 
bought the King Bridge in 1987 
at a fire-sale price from its 
bondholders and got federal 
help to repair and improve it. 

On the MacArthur Bridge, 
tolls diminished to less than 
the cost of collecting them, so 
tolls were discontinued in 1973. 
Still, the City of St. Louis 
couldn't afford the $6 million 
required to fix the bridge, and 
it was declared unsafe and 
closed in 1981. 

Last summer, St. Louis 
traded the MacArthur Bridge 
to the Terminal Railroad 
Association for the Eads 
Bridge, intending to use it as 
part of the Metro Link Jight

rail commuter system. 

Some people have suggested 
that Missouri and Lllinois get 
together to take over the 
McKinley Bridge like they did 
the King Bridge. When 
Madison County chipped in 
$250,000 to help pay off the 
bondholders of the King 
Bridge, there was some 
vaguely worded language in 
the agreement about future 
“reciprocity”? with regard to 
the McKinley Bridge. 

Officials with the East-West 
Gateway Coordinating Council 
and the Southwestern Illinois 
Metropolitan and Regional 
Planning Commission said 
there has been no serious 
discussion about the states 
taking over the Venice bridge. 

Moreover, they say it is not 
necessary at the moment. 
Marty Altman, director of 
transportation planning with 
the East-West Gateway 
Coordinating Council, said the 
King Bridge was unsafe and 
the McKinley Bridge is safe. 

“There are some potholes 
and things like that,” Altman 
said, ‘‘but structurally, the 
bridge is sound.” 

Mayor Echols is adamantly 
opposed to a state takeover, 
anyway, citing lost revenue 
and patronage jobs. The 
bridge has 21 full-time 
employees and several 
part-time workers, anda 
yearly payroll of $460,000. 

Moreover, officials, including 
a spokesman for U.S. Rep. 
Jerry Costello, say state and 
federal money cannot be used 
for improving toll bridges. 

Besides, if Venice can 
continue making its scheduled 
bond payments, while keeping 
the bridge structurally sound, 
in 1998 (when the bonds are 
scheduled to be fully retired) 
the city may begin reaping a 
desperately needed harvest of 
dollars. 

But those are some big ifs, 
for Venice is chronically short 
of cash. This year alone, it 
issued $100,000 in high-interest 
“junk bonds’’ for a working 
cash fund, and it dunned the 
McKinley Bridge operating 
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budget for an additional 
$50,000. The 1939-90 bridge 
budget projects $53,000 in 
income for the city. 

There is, however, a 
possibility that Venice may be 
able to refinance the bridge in 
order to make needed 
improvements now. Mayor 
Echols said he was recently 
contacted by a representative 
of Mercantile Bank in St. 
Louis about that possibility. 

The Mercantile officer was 
on vacation this week and 
could not be contacted, but an 
aide confirmed there was 
some discussion.
